*'He is entitled on all subjects coming 
before the ministry to kntrivledge and op¬ 
portunities of discussion, unlimited sav* 
toly by the iron necessities of business." 
No oue will venture the assertion that 
Sir Henry Joly de Lot bi die re vi $ af¬ 
forded "knowledge and opportunities of 
disru.-iAion" of the scandalous trausac- 
tion-* disclosed before the select commit¬ 
tee.

implicittifTiu the wrong. Col. Prior can¬ 
not deny that he would have gone on ad- 
roinist^iim uflulr.-* with Mr. Eberts In 
his ctbm# if Mr. Oliver had not insisted 
on an investigation. It i« not necesaary 
to itTscusn.'Whether or not Col. Prior was 
a party 14 any propped fraud. He may 
be R’luiilibl to have been perfe* tly free 
- of liny rndrnl wroug. but he assumed the 
political rcspoasiNlity of the whole 
trau*act»dk, and if be were granted an 
appeal to.the people .that tramiartioo, 
sad alt implied in it,' would be what the 
I ecplq would pronounce upon. The
